1. Claims 1-5, 9-16, and 20-22 allowed. Renumbered 1-16 respectively.

website; the personal data corresponding to a number of steps counted during an activity of the 
user, comparing and posting the personal data of said user with personal data from a different 
user from the received wireless data from a plurality of users.
